And yet skim milk, richer in 
these than whole milk, we have been 
feeding to stock because it was thought 
to be unfit for human food. New York 
even went 80 far as to enforce a law 
that human being should not use skim 
milk, and many states picked on skim 
milk cheese. 

1 
know of no better summer drink than 
buttermilk, sugar, a little lime juice, a 
little nutmeg, and charged water.

The department of agriculture advises” 
that the protein content of bread be 
raised by mixing skim milk in the dough. 
Even greater advantage comes in cook- 
ing cereals with skim milk. To cook a 
| cupful of cereal in three cups of skim 
milk adds as much protein as contained 
in three eggs. 

Skim milk soups are palatable and 
cheap. A soup recipé is as follows: 

One quart of spinach [four ounces], 
one thin elice of onion, two siices of 
stale bread (two ounces], one quart of 
skim milk. The’spinach and onion are 
washed and put through the meat chop- 
per. Then the bread is chopped in the 
same way. The milk is added and the 
mixture is cooked in a double boiler.

The second source of saving suggested 
is in the use of the parts of vegetables 
ordinarily thrown away. The outer and 
tougher leaves of lettuce ere ordinarily 
thrown away. They have more iron, 
more mineral generally, and more flavor 
than any other parts.

Will you please state whether or not a 
condition of this kind requires medica] 
attention, and if so what would you sug- 
gust! 
„His health since birth has not been 
robust end he has been afflicted for the 
last three years with spasmodic croup. 
He is subject to colds and bronchial 
troubles and last summer was treated 
for infantile paralysis, which treatment 
consisted of a lumbar puncture and an 
infusion of serum. He came through 
this trouble with no apparent after ef- 
fects. He has, in the three years past, 
received two injections of antitoxin for 
diphtheria. 

2. We hope to leave the city for a two 
weeks’ vacation and I would appreciate 
it if you will state whether or not the 
sea or mountain air would be more bene- 
ficial to my son.” 

REPLY. 

1. The glands are the result of an infection 
absorbed through the throat. There is more 
than an even chance that the tubercle bacil- 
lus is the infecting micro-organism. It is 
probable that the tonsils need attention. They 
have been infected with diphtheria twice 
and now they have allowed bacteria, and, 
probably tubercie bacilli, to pass them. En- 
largement of these glands generally responds 
to sunlight, air, tuberculin, and other appro- 


priate medical treatment. 

2. Both sea air and mountain air are bene 
ficial in enlarged lymph glands of the neck. 
Sea air is generally preferred where this con- 
dition is present in a child.

LINCOLN ON ANTI-DRAFT . 
AGITATORS. 

Chicago, Aug. 19.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—Lincoln is often cited by 
leading present day pacifists who are 
opposing’ the operation of the selective 
draft law. Vallandigham of Ohig was 
the leader of the northern pacifists and 
anti-draft forces during the civil war. 
After Lincoln’ had ordered his arrest 
and had sent him through the lines to 
the confederate camp. where he would 
be among his triends. prominent Dem- 
ocratic leaders of Ohio and New York 
protested to President Lincoin against 
the arrest of Vallandigham. In reply 
to these protests Mr. Lincoln said: 
“An@ yet again he who dissuades 
one man from volunteering, or induces 
one soldier to desert, weakens the 
Union cause as much as he who kills 
a Union soldier in battle. Yet this dis- 
suasion or inducement may be so con- 
ducted as te be no defined crime of 
which any civil Vd could take cogni- 
sance.” 
Further on he wretes 
“In such cases the purposes of men 
are much more easily understood than 
in cases or ordinary crime. The man 
who stands by and says nothing when 
the peril of hia government is discussed 
cannot be misunderstood; much more 
if he taike ambiguously—taiks of his 
country with ‘buts’ and ‘ifs’ and 
* ands.’ se 
And also this from the same letter: 
“Long experience hag shown that 
armies cannot be maintained unless de- 
sertion shall be punished by the severe 
penalty of death. The case requires, 
and the law and the constitution sanc- 
tion, this punishment. Must I shoot a 
simple minded soldier boy who deserts — 
while I must not touch a hair of a wily 
agitator who induces him to desert? 
This ts none the less injurious when ef- 
fected by getting a father or brother 
or friend into a public meeting and 
agen working upon his feelings till he 
is persuaded to write the soldier boy

I think it requires * special know!l- 
edge of a much more vital sort than 
canning experience. I am sorry that 
any of the canning bulletins give any 
information on the canning of meats. 
That of the University of Missouri, 


trained teachers of home economics in 
the country, does not mention the can- 
ning of meats. 
A housekeeper and raiser of chickens 
told an audience of women’ the other 
day how successfully she had put up 
fifty chickens in their own jellied meat 
stock, and how perfect the product 
looked. Unfortunately looks are no guar- 
antee in this case. The chance that 
her product will not keep is great, and 
meat jellies have been known to kill 
or nearly kill people when they looked 
and tasted all right. I have been near- 
ly killed: myself in this way, so speak 
from experience 
This pack of chickens was the more 
unsafe because the meat was not boned. 
One of the big packers consulted by one 
who was concerned about it said that 
the meat should have been boned.
